I have the horour likewise to acquaint your Lordship, that on 
the same evening we recaptured an English brig from Cork 
bound to Oporto, laden with provisions, which had been taken 
the day before by a lugger privateer off Vianna; also a galliot, 
laden with wine from Oporto, one of the captures of the 
schooner before mentioned.

Several Dutch families refiding at Brunfwick had 
received letters from their relatives in Holland, which 
invariably reprefent the coalt to be nearly deftitute of 
troops, the grgarer part of the force of the country being 
concentrated in Eait Friefland, Guelders, &c. along 
the Pruflian frontiers, and line of demarcation, it being 
generally under{tood that his Pruflian Majefty’s intep- 
tions’ were hoftile to the exilting Government.
